f.'ambridge, -Mi^s., Nov. 
21.—Harvard 
struggled bravely against Yale to day jn 
their annual foot ball match, but was de­ 
feated 16 to 0,p rincipally because her of­ 
fense weakened and Yale's defense grew 
stronger a.s the crimson players were 
within striking distance of the Yale goal. 
While the game was not as spectacular 
as that between Yale and Princeton, a 
week ago, better foot ball was piayed and 
for the first half and for several minutes 
in tlio second the score was .small enough 
to make the result uncertain. 
In fact, 
uflor Harvard had shown sufficient ispeed 
to got twice inside Yale’s five-yard line in 
the first half, her supporters were, well 
nigh convinced that the team would not 
only score but win the game. Yaié’s de­ 
fense proved too strong, however, and 
' bHi'ked by 15,000 voices who yelled "Holè 
>m. Hole ’em,’ the blue line stood firm 
beneath its own goal bar, twice captur- 
liiiJT the ball there on downs and in the 
thud instance taking advantage of a 
fumble by a Harvard player. In the.sec­ 
ond half Harvard got within six inches 
Ilf Yal(* s goal and yet could not score. 


hemoyne opened thé game with a kick- 
nff to Mitchell on Yale's five-yard; line, 
•Miichell ran the ball twenty yards before 
lip was thrown by Clothier, Yale kicked 
iin a .second down to Harvard's thirtyr 
tivo-yard line, but the Yale , ends catnè.

into center Metcalf circled Harvard’s right 
end for thirty-tive yards, planting the 
ball on the five-yard 3ine.

Educational Institutions of City 
a Valuable Asset—Millions In* 
Tested—AnnniUes Needed to 
Meet Groigrinir Demands.

The following'communication from 
the pen of Dr. J. R. Harker calls at­ 
tention to the splendid value and sig­ 
nificance of the educational institu­ 
tions of Jacksonville, and suggests 
the cultivation of a spirit of gener­ 
ous giving by means of annuities for 
the purpose of increasing the useful­ 
ness and widening the sphere of in­ 
fluence of these splendid assets of 
the city’s w'ealth: 


Editor .Journal: . While there are 
many cities in Illinois that out-strip 
Jacksonville in business , enterprise 
and activity, there is otoe respect in 
which our city outranks all others, 
not only,in Illinois, bui perhaps in 
all the west, and that is as a city of 
insitutions and schools. It spei^ well 
for the enterprise and foresight of 
the citizens in this community, that 
they secured the location here of the 
Diinois college, the Female academy, 
the. Illinois Woman’s college, the Cen­ 
tral State hospital for the insane, the 
State School for the Deaf, the State 
School for the Blind, the Passavant 
hospital, Our Savior’s hospital, the 
public library and the Old People’s 
home. I dobut whether an equal list 
of schools and institutions can be 
found in any other city in the whole 
country, excepting the great metro­ 
politan center*. 


It cannot be questioned that the 
development and growth of our city 
have been due mainly to the presence 
of these institutions. They have made 
Jacksonville one of the most desira­ 
ble resickince cities of the whole coun­ 
try. They have given to it its pecul­ 
iar characteristics of refinement . and 
.culture. The fact of their location 
here has brought and kept here most 
of our best and 'most-desirable 'citi­ 
zens. 
They’ have been and arei the 
richest assets' o£^the. city,abetter ihau 
coal mines or manufacturing plants. 


It is - well to emphasize%the fact 
that the plants of nearly all these in­ 
stitutions have been given to Jack­ 
sonville from outside sources. 
The 
state has generously donated vast 
sums* of monciy for its institutions 
here. Illinois college has 
a plant 
worth not far from a quarter of a 
million dollars, and an endowment of 
two hundred thopsand more. .The 
Woman’s college has a plant worth 
one hundred and sixty thousand. The 
pu1>iic library has a building worth 
nearly fifty thousand dollars. 
The 
conibined value of these plants of all 
the state and educdiional and charit­ 
able institutions of our city cannot 
be less than three of four million dol­ 
lars, only a very small part of which 
has been contributed by the citizens 
of Jacksoimlle. 


It can, therefore, be very truly said 
of us of the present generatidn ^here 
in Jacksonville that "we -^axe living 
ia-liouses.that wejjave not builded; 
we-are drinking'froin wells>we have 
not digged; we are enjoying the fruit 
of trees we have^ not 'pliilted/’ 


By the aforethought and ze^ and 
energy of several of our early citizens 
a channel was dug from, the state 
treasury to Jacksonville, along which 
large sums of money flow year by 
year for the building and equipment 
arid maintenance of oifir state insti­ 
tutions. Arid b.y the tireless eriergy 
and zeal of Be.echer, Sturtevaut, 
Crampton, Tanner, Cartwright, Ak­ 
ers, Mathers : Thomas and others, 
channels have been dug from outside 
sources to our city, along which ,mpn- 
tey has flowed for tlie building and 
equipment and maintenance of ^Dur 
educational and charitable institu­ 
tions^ 
' These are great legacies that we 
are, enjoying, and we who live here 
now need to ponder these things in 
order to appreciate them. In a gen­ 
eral way I think we do appreciate 
them, but not as fully as we should. 
If we did not have^the ^Illinois col­ 
lege or the Woman^s college, or any 
of the state institutions, and an of­ 
fer should be made to locate them 
here, I have no doubt the citizens 
would quickly contribute large svuns 
of ¿loriey to^ secure them. These col­ 
lie s 
are 
helping Jacksonville in 
many “way.s, and the . citizens here 
¿light to respond generously on any 
projjositibn for tHeir. enlarge- 
,4ieiit>r. ibproveiiaent. J Many .of our 
citizens are domg?this' liberally, and 
d4 respond nobly, biit Ihere are many 
wiio are riot doing-'sd to the fextent of

in the 'record of the Woman’s col­ 
lege that for the first fifty years of its 
history, no friend ever left it a dollar 
by bequest or on annuity. 
The same 
thing was true, until quite recently, 
of Illinois college, and of several of 
the other institutions. Only within 
the last decade has a noble beginning 
been made in these directions. Dr. 
and Mrs. Van Welch and Dr. Jones 
for the Illinois college ; Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Breckon, Mrs. Mary McElfresh 
Bennett an d Mrs. Susan Rapp Platt, 
for the Woman’s college ; Mrs. Keiser 
and Mrs. Henderson, for the Old Peo­ 
ple’s home; Mr. Routt, for Our Sav­ 
ior’s hospital, and Mr. Nichols, for a 
city park. All honor to such public 
benefactors. Their names should be 
held in grateful public remembrance. 
Their gifts to these institutions will 
be a more lasting memorial than any 
monument of marble, and their mon­ 
ey thus contributed will bless the 
community for all its future. 


The method of annuity is a very 
excellent method, and can be adopted 
by many persons in our city. The in­ 
stitution gets the use of the money at 
once, arid the donor secures an income 
on thè am ount ior life, or for a term 
of years, and has the satisfaction of 
seeing the good he is doing. Any of 
the presidents or managers would be 
glad to talk with any one about this 
method. 


The methoa 
of 
bequest can be 
adopted by a still larger number. A 
great many people in Jacksonville 
now have estates of such value as to 
require that they should make a will. 
It should become a custom here, as it 
is quite generally in the east, to se­ 
lect some worthy cause, and leave it 
a reasonkble part of the estate. In 
very few cases could surviving chil­ 
dren or friends properly object to 
such reasonable 
remembrance. _ In 
most instances they would rejoice 
in it. 


I am not making a special plea for 
the Woman’s collège, and yet I am 
sure it has many friends in the city 
who can help it in one or other of 
these ways. 
But w'C have interests 
enough here . to 
touch the life of 
everybody. If one wants to help the 
cause of education, he has his choice 
between a school for women only, and 
a co-educational schooj. If he is not 
specially interested in education, he 
can help the hospitals, either Catho­ 
lic or' Protestant, or he can help the 
Old People’s homo, qr the pubnc li­ 
brai^, or ; he ca n * help ' in the-^ood 
cause of c ity parks, so generously be­ 
gun. What an excellent opportunity 
for .some w'ealthy citzen to help the 
city to a good water supply ! But, for 
has a right to" hope that in some form 
has a right’ti hope that in some form 
either by direct gitt,.or by annuity, 
or by will, our people will more and 
more remember our city and its insti­ 
tutions; and there should be a feeling 
of public disappointment when any 
citizen leaves any considerable estate 
without some such provision. 


^ust one word more, as an import- 
iint additional reason. It can almost 
be guaranteed that every dollar thus 
given by our own citiiens i^ll brii^ 
two dollars to our city from outside 
sources. This has been my experi- 
erice for the Woman’s college,‘and J 
would gladly take up a conditional 
dfer of this «kind. / 
.

Company Makes Some Conces­ 
sions But Not Near What file 
Men Demand—Mass Meeting 
of Union Men Today—Auotber 
Rlojt; Indulged In. 


Chicago, Nov. 21.—The street car strike 
has settled down for the time being a t 
least to- a bargaining proposition. 
Ne­ 
gotiations have been in progress all d^y 
and will continue through to moirrow. The 
result to night is that the company pres- 
neted thelf'answ er to the last proposition 
of the union, which' makes some conces­ 
sions in the m atter of routing cars, but 
does not grant anywhere near wha.t the 
men have l>een demanding. 


Immediately after the last conference of 
the day union officials left the roorti with 
displeasure on their faces and evidently 
not in the best of humor. They went at 
once to the office of one of their advisers 
to formulate a reply to the company’s 
answer. This will be submitted to morrow 
and the company will make another reply. 


The conference thigiaftemoon was some­ 
w hat heated and voices of the men could 
be heard in the outer hall as they argued 
propositions Involved. 
When President 
Mahon of the street car men’s organiza­ 
tion came out of the meeting he would 
make no statement and Colonel Bliss, the 
companq’s attorney, would only say: “We 
have just been discu.ssing how to run a 
.street railwaj'.” 


Attorney Prentice for the union said 
after he had reached his office: “Therè 
is no immediate chance of settleiiient. I 
hope we can reach an agreement, but 
nothing has been accomplished yet.” 


The present hitch in negotiations is un­ 
derstood to be over outing of cars, the 
men having waived their demand for ex­ 
clusive employment of union ' men ^ and 
their right to pa.ss with authority upon 
the discharge ofemploye.s. On the ques­ 
tion of wages there ha.s never been any 
trouble, both sides having bfen willing 
from the first to arbitrate that questioni 


A great mass meeting of imion men 
will l^ held to morrow to di.«;cu.«s the 
strike. It is expected by labor leaders it 
wlir be ohe’of the largest gatherings of 
the kind ever held in this city.

A RIOT* 


While ihe' ^ork of mediation of the 
street car strike was going on to day be­ 
tween Attorney Bliss for the company and 
Attorney Darrow for the strikèrs a riot 
In which several thousand men. women 
and children took part occurred in Archer 
avenue. A mbb which gathered to inter­ 
cept a number of wagons, under escort, 
conveying food to the car barns, charged 
the police, and constables. 
A constable 
was struck on the h^ad by a atoné aiid 
badly cut. 
Police drew reyolveirs and 
finally drove the rioters baclc, the latter 
consoling themselves by burning a wagon 
previously wrecked in the vicinft^of the 
barns.

WERE BURNED 


TO DEATH 


TWENTY SEVEN MEN l^OSE 
THEIR OVÊS. 


Shanty In Wliloh One Httndred 
Italian Laborers W ere Asleep 
Caught 
Fire—Many InJnred 
Trying to Eseapo. 


Johnstown, Pa., Nov. 21.—While over a 
hundred Italian railroad laborers were 
asleep in a shanty near Lilly to day the 
building caught fire and before the for­ 
eigners could escape at least wenty-seven 
were burned to death and a score or more 
seriously Injured. The men were employ­ 
ed on Pennsylvania 
railroad improve­ 
ments. The shanty was about one hun­ 
dred feet long, one story in height and the 
men slept in bunks like sardines in a can. 
There was only one door a t each end 
and windows were few and small. The 
fire is supposed to have started from an 
overheated stove. 
The buildlttg burned 
like tinder and the flames wcfre upon the 
men before any of them were aroused. 
Thn began a strugiirlc for life. 
They 
fought and scrambled for the doors. The 
w^eaker were crushed down and trampled 
upon. 


When the alarm of fire was given a 
number of men escaped, but remembering 
they had left their trunks'in the blazing 
building, rushed back. 
The majority of 
those who entered never again saw the 
outside world. Those who strove for the 
door were in the wildest panic, 
’they 
fought> bit and kicked and among those 
who escaped alive arc many who bear 
marks of the fierc^ struggle itehich took 
place in the battle for life. 


One of the witnesses says he does not 
believe a single man of those who went 
back for his trunk succeeded in getting 
out again. 
In the ruins some of the 
corpses were close beside hoop iron bands 
of the trunks, and melted gold and silver 
which had been kept In these receptacles 
indicated the owners had fallen and died 
with their treasure in their arms?. \ T^o 
bodies were all 
practically 
burned 
to 
pieces. Peter,ConsaIvl, ’superInten<|cnt of 
the commissary, .naid*he believed the m^n 
had at least $5,000 in the trunks^ Many of 
them had enough, to go back to their 
hontes and families in Italy and #olild 
iioon have sailed.

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PUSHING WOBK ON NEW EAILBOAD. 


It 1)08 been so many years since ac­ 
túa] railroad coustniction work has 
bf*en (lone in this vicinity that it is 
not to Imí wondered at that hundreds 
of people <Irivc out daily to watch the 
profpress of the Jacksonville «k Con­ 
cord railway Pleasant weather, too 
has had a tendency to increase the 
number of spectators and the work 
has been and is beiiiK watched with 
the keenest interest. 


The general contract for the work 
is in the hands of Winston Bros. 
Dear, on of the biggest firms of it? 
class in the country. They have var­ 
ious sub-contractors operating und*fl' 
them so that the work of construction 
is going on all along the line práctic- 
ally at one and the same time. Only 
two long bridges will be necessarj, 
one at the crossing of the Mauvais* 
ter re on North Main street, and the 
(ither at Lick branch, which is on the 
Cowdin and Woodward farms. The 
*Mauvaisterrc bridge, which will be 
l)uilt 
baovc 
the 
roadway, 
will 
lj(‘ about 282 feet in 
lenght. 
The 
bridge atj^ick branch will be 168 feet 
lojjg. About 300 teams and twice as 
many men arc working on the road 
and Mr. W. E. Crane, /general man­ 
age r of the J. <fe St. L., is of the opin­ 
ion that the line will be ready for 
traffic some time 
in 
January, if 
weather 
conditions 
are favorable. 
Some steel has already been laid, as 
one and a third miles from Concord 
is now ready for ballasting. Men al­ 
so commenced recently to put down 
rails at the junction of independ­ 
ence avenue and the right of way. By 
Wednesday of this week it. is exi)ect- 
ed to have 4,00f) feet of rails down in 
that locality. 'I’he work there is to 
Ixi pushed forward to the extent stat­ 
ed for the purpose of adding much 
needed side track room. The J. & St. 
I/, yards here now are congested with 
freight cars and siding space is so 
limited that great inconvenience re­ 
sults. 


Four coal trains now come in daily 
over the J. Ár St. L. for the Burling­ 
ton and that number would be doubl­ 
ed if enough carH eould. be secured. 
Just now the road is worried with a 
ear shortage, but that condition will’ 
not always exist and the there will 
be more trains. The Great Northern 
has a contract with mines in south­ 
ern Illinois calling for 1,200 tons of

Just what the train schedule will be 
has not been decided, but is is certain 
that there will be service to Chicago 
and St. Louis. If the morning*train. 
which now comes in over the J. & St. 
L. from Litchfield, Mere sent on to 
Concord connection would be made 
with a good Chicago train now (f!i 
the Burlington tiine pard. 
An ini' 
portant matter which the officials are 
now considering is the running of 
the Burlington’s 
St. 
Louis trails 
from Beardstown 
via 
Jacksonville 
and Litchfield. 
Such a service will 
depend ui>on whether or not a satis­ 
factory trackage agreement can be 


reached with the Litchfield ¿r Madi­ 
son road for the use of their rails be­ 
tween Litchfield and St. Louis. 


The projjerty of the Jacksonville 
Midland Railroad company, wKich in­ 
cludes the J. 
St. L. station and 
yards, will eventually pass into the 
hauds of the Burlington. No contract 
has been .sighed, but the owners-of 
the road have a 
verbal agreement 
with Mr. Crane as to the terms of 
the transfer. 


A station 
is 
to 
be established 
.si)niewhere between Jacksonville and 
Concord on the new road and just 
where, is the point which is agitating 
a good many farmers. 
The road of­ 
ficials have not decided the-question 
as yet, though it is understood that 
the station will be at a j>oint jUst 
about half way between Jacksonville 
and Concord. Several men are in 
readiness to build an4?levatbr and es­ 
tablish a store at the station when its 
location is settled upon. 


The people of Jacksonville in gen^ 
era] are realizing more and more the 
importance of the new road to Jack­ 
sonville. It will put this city on the 
greatest railroad system of tlie coun­ 
try, giving good comiections for nmny 
distant points. The Burlington’s Chi­ 
cago service is good and the proposed 
arrangement of running St. Louis 
trains via Jacksonville would mean 
excellent St. Louis service. 
While 
Mr. Crane would probably not admit 
it, the truth is that he is responsible 
for the building of the Jacksonville 
& Concord road. He has been In a 
position to realize the benefits to the 
Burlington and has continually and 
steadfastly advocated its construc­ 
tion. 


With the Jacksonville & Concord 
road in process of construction, two 
electric lines and a Bock Island ex­ 
tension projected a new’ era in traf­ 
fic facilities seem to be dawning for 
JacksQuville.

Cranberry Sauce.—Three cups cranber­ 
ries, one and one-half cups sugar, one cup 
boiling watei:. 
Pick over and wash the 
berries. Put them in a granite sauce pan 
and add the sugar and water. 
Boll ten 
minutes. Do not stir tliem, as that breaks 
the berries. Skim and cool. 


Scalloped 
Oysters.—One pint oysters, 
four tablespoons oyster liquor, two table­ 
spoons milk or cream; one and one-half 
cup cracker crumbs, one-half cup melted 
butter, salt and pepper. Stir the crumbs 
into the melted butter. Put a thin layer 
in the bottom of abuttered shallow bak­ 
ing dl.sh, cover with oysters and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper; add one-half each 
of oyster liquor and cream. Repeat and 
cover the top with the remaining crumbs. 
Bake thirty minutes In a hot oven. Never 
allow more than two layers of oysters; if 
three layers are used the middle layer 
will be apt to be underdone. 


Glazed Sweet Potatoes.—Mash and pare 
ssix medium-sized potatoes. 
Cook ten 
minutes in boiling salted water. 
Drain, 
cut in halves lengthwise and put in a but­ 
tered pan. Make a syrup by boiling three 
minutes one-half cup sugar, four table­ 
spoons water and one tablespoon butter. 
Brush the potatoes with the syrup and 
bake fifteen minutes, basting twice with 
the remaining syrup.
